I canhe Vnkiſte, Sayde the olde famous Poet Chaucer: whom 
for his excellencie and wonderfull skill in making, his ſcholler- 
Lidgete , a worthy ſcholler of ſo excellent a calleth the 
Loadeſtarre of our language: and whem our («ls Cu in his 
Aeglogue calleth Tityrus the God of ſhepheards, comparing 
him to the worthineſſe of the Romane Titrus Virgil. Which pro- 
uerbe, mine ewne good friend M. Haruey, as in that good oſde 
Pect it ſerued well Pandares purpoſe, tor che bolftering of his 
baudy brecage, ſo very well taketh place in this our newe Poet, 
who for that he is vncouthe (as ſayde Chaucer) isvakiſt, and vn- 
knowen to moſt men, is regarded but of fewe. But doubt not, ſo ſoone as his name ſhall - 
tome into the knowledge of men, and his worthineſſe be ſounded in therrump of Fame, bur 
that heſhall be nortenely kiſt, but alſo beloued of all, embraced of the moſt, and wondred at 
of the beſt. No leſſe I thinke,deſcructh his wittineſſe in deviſing, his pithineſſe in vttering. 
his complaintes of love ſo louely, his diſcourſes of pleaſure ſo pleaſantly, us paſtorall rude 
deſſe his morall wiſeneſſe, his duc obſeruing of Decorun cucy where, in perſonages, in 
ſeaſons, in matter, in ſpeach, and generally in all ſeemely ſimplieitie of ling his matter, 
and traming his wordes : the which of many things which in him be ſtraunge, I knowe will 
ſecme the ſtraungeſt, the wordes themſclues being ſo anciem, the knitting of chem ſoſhocr 
and intricate, — the whole Period and compaſſe of ſpeach fo delightſome tor the round - 
neſſe, and ſo graue ſortheſtraungeneſſe, And firſt of the worde: to ſpeake, I graunt they be 
ſomething hard, and of moſt men vnuſed, yet both Engliſh, and alſo ved of moſt excellent 
Authours and moſt famous Poers. In whom when as this our Poet hath bene much traueiled 
and throughly read, how could it be, (as that worthy Oratour ſayd) but that walking in the 
funne, although for other gauſc he walked, vetneedes he mought be ſunburne, and having 
whe ſound of choſe auaciemt Poets ſtill ringing in his eates, he mought needes in ſingiug tur 
out ſome of cheit tunes. But v hether he victh them by ſuch caſualtie and cuſtome, ot of ſet 
. * a” ! choyſe, as thinking them titteſt for ſuch ruſticall rudeneſſe of ſhephea tds, ether 
that their rough tounde would make his rimes more tagged and ruſticall,or elſe becauſe 
ſach olde and obiolete wordes are moſt vſed of countrey folke. ſure I thinke, and dunkel 
thinke not ami e, chat they bring great grace, and as one would ſay, author itie to the verſe. 
Fot albe amongſt many other faultes it ſpecially be obiected of Valla againſt Lawe, and of o- 
ther againſt $:/f, that wich ouer much ſtudie they afte& antiquitic, as coueting thereby 
credence and honour of clder yeeres, yer Iam of opinion, and eke the beſt learned are of 
the like, that thoſe auncient ſolemne-werdes are a great ornament boch in the one and in 
the other; the one lavouring to ſer forth in his worke an eternall image of antiquitie, and 
the ocher carefully diſcourſing marrers ef grauitie and importance. Fot it my memory faile 
not, Tae in chat booke, herein he endeuoureth to ſer forth the paterne of a perte& Ora- 
tour, ſaych that oſttimes at aun cient = makeththe ſtyle ſeeme graue, and as it were teue- 


rend: no otherwiſe then we hononr aid reuerence gray haires raccrtaine religious re- 
ard, x hich we haue of old age. Vet neither euery where muſt old words be ſtuſteu in, not 
the common Dialecte and maner of {peaking ſo corrupted thereby, that as in old bu "= 
it leeme ditotde ly and tuinous. But all as in moſt exquiſite pictures they vie to blaze and 
portract not onely the datutic lineaments of beautie, but alſo ounde aboueit to ſhadow-e 


the tude thi ckers and eraggy cliſts, that by the baſeneſſe of ſuch n may? 
accrew to the principall: tor oftentimes we finde our ſeluce, 1 zothow,fingulatly de-

order. Euen ſo do choſe thoſe rough ud hatſh terme enlumine and make mor clearely to 
ate the brightn eſſe of braue and glorious wordes. So oftentimes a diſcord in Muſike 
maketh à comely concordance 2 ſo gte. t delight took e the worthy poet Alceus to behold 

a blemiſh in the leynt of a well ſhaped body. But if any will raſhly laws ſuch his purpoſe in 
choylſe of old and vnwonted words, him may I moce 1ultly blame and condemne, or oſu it- 
leile headineſſe in iudging, or of heedeleſſe hardineſſe in condemning : for not marking the 
| compaſle of his bent, he will iudge of che length of hig caſt: for in my opinion it is one ſye- 
ciall praiſe, of . hich are due to this poet, that he hath laboure d to reſtore, as to their 
Tighctull heritage — and naturall Engliſſ wordes, as haue beene leng time out of 
vie and almoſt cleane diſherited. Which is the onely cauſe, chat our Mother tone ue, which 

truely of it ſelſe is both full enough for proſe, and ſtately enough for vetie, hathTong time 

bene counted moſt bare and barten of both. Which default when as ſome endeuoured to 
lalue and recure. they patched vy che holes with pieces and tags of other languages, borow- 

ing here of the French, there of the Italian, euery where of the Latin, not wei dur howe ill, 

thoſe tongues accord with themſclues,but much worſe with ours : So now they — made 
our Englith tongue, a gallimaufrey or hodgepodge of all other ſpeaches, Othet᷑ ſome, nor ſo 
well ſeene in the Engliſh tongue as perhaps in other languages, if they happen to heare an 
old word albeit very nacurall and ſigniſicant, cry out Araigh way, that weſpeake no Engliſh, 
but gibberiſh, or rather ſuch, as in olde time Euanders mother ſpake: v boſe Grit ſhame is, 
that they are not aſhamed, in their one mother tongue, ſtrangers to be counted and aliens. 
The ſecond ſhame no leſſe then the firſt, that hat ſo they vnderſtane not, they ſtraightway 

deeme to be ſenſeleſſe, and not at all to be vnderſtoode. Much like tothe Mole in Acſeps 
able, chat being blinde her ſelſe, woulde in no wiſe be perſwaded, that any beaſt could ſee. 

The laſt more ſhametull then both, that of their owne countrey and natutall ſpeach, which 

together with their xources milke they ſucked, they haue ſo baſe regard and baſtatd iudge- 

me ut, that they wil not onely themſelues not labor to garniſh and beautifie it, but alſo repine, 
that of other it ſhould be embelliſhed. Like to the dogge in the maunger, chat himſelſe can 
eate no hay, and yet barketh at the hungry bullocke, that ſo faine would fee de: whoſe cur- 

— though it cannot be kept from barking, yet I conne them thank that chey refraine 

om dyting. 

. N "i. 1 the knitting of ſentences, which they call the joynts and members thereof, and 
for all the compaſſe of the ſpeach,it is round without roughneſſe. and learned without hard- 

nefle, ſuch indeede as may be perceined of the leaſt, vnqͥeiſtoode of che moſt, but iudged 

onely ol the learned. Fer hat in moſt Engliſh writers yſcth to be loole, and as it wete vn- 
right, in this Author is well grounded, ſinely framed, and itrongly truſſe d vp together. In re- 
ard whereof, Iſcorne and ſpue out the rakehelly route of eur ragged 22 (for ſo them- 
lues vſe to hunt the letter) which without learning t ut iudgement iangle, with-

oh 7 vey were firſt of the Greekes the inuentort of thim called 
Acglogas as it were Aegon, or Aeginomon logi,that is Gote- 
heardes tales. For although in Virgil and others the ſpeakers be 
moſt ſheepheardes, c Goteheardes, yet Theocritus in whom is 
more ground of authority, then in Virgil, this ſpecialy from that 
deriuing, as from the firſt head and Welſpring the whole Inuen- 
tion of this Aeglogues, maketh Goteheardes the perſons and au- 
thors of his tales. This being, who ſeeth not the N of ſuch 
as by colour of learning woulde make vs belieue that they are 
more rightly termed Eclogai, as they would ſaie, extraordinarie 
diſcourſes of unneceſſarie matter:which definition al be in ſub- 
ſtance and meaning it agree with the nature of the thing, yet no 
whit anſwereth with the Analyſis & interpretation of the word. 
For they be not termed Eclogues, but Aeglogues, which ſentence 
this author very well obſeruing, vpon a zee ware though 
in deede few Goteheards haue to doe herein, neuertheleſſe doub- 
tet h not to call them by the ſed and beſt knowne name. Other 
curious diſcourſes hereof I reſernt to greater occaſion.T heſe xy.

But ſauing the leaue of ſuch ß 
learned heades, wee maintaine 4 cuitome of  countinge the 
ſeaſows from the moneth Ianuarit vpon 4 more ſpeciall cauſe, | 
then the heathen Philoſaphers euer coulde conceiue, that , 
for the incarnation of our mightie Sauiour and tternall ke.
